DECI SI ON AND ORDER

On March 11, 1988, a Conpl ai nt Regardi ng Unl awful Enpl oynent, herein
called the Conplaint, was filed agai nst Prestige Landscapes, Inc., herein
cal l ed the Respondent, by the United States of America, herein called the
Conpl ainant, pursuant to 8 U S.C. Section 1324a. Attached thereto and
i ncorporated therein is a Notice of Intent to Fine, herein called the
Notice, which had previously been served upon Respondent, by nmil, on
January 29, 1988. A Notice of Hearing issued on March 17, 1988, setting
this matter for hearing in Tenecula, California, on July 6 through 8,
1988.

The conplaint alleges, as set forth in the Notice, that, in
violation of Section 274A(a)1(B) of the Inmigration and Nationality Act,
as anended, by the Inmmigration Reform and Control Act of 1986, herein
call ed the Act, Respondent:

(1) Continued to enmploy two enployees hired in Septenber and
Novenber 1987 despite their failure to properly conplete Section 1 of the
Enpl oynent Eligibility Verification Form (Form | 09).

(2) Failed to properly conplete Section 2 of Form 109 for four
enpl oyees hired in Septenber and Novenber 1987.

Further, the Conplaint requests that an Order issue directing Respondent
to cease and desist fromsaid violations and pay a fine for each of the
al l eged violations as specified in the Notice.

On May 24, 1988, Conplainant and Respondent filed a Stipulated
Motion To Approve Consent Findings with a Settlenent Agreenent signed by
both parties attached thereto.

Upon a full consideration of said Settlenent Agreenent, | find that
it conplies with the requirenents of subsection 68.10(b) of the Interim
Final Rules O Practice And Procedure! and fully di sposes

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of the allegations of the Conplaint by providing that Respondent cease
and desist fromany further violations of Section 274A of the Act and pay
the conprom se sum set forth therein as full settlenent and satisfaction
of any and all clains set forth in the Notice. | further find it
unnecessary to conduct a hearing to deternmine the fairness of the
agreenent . 2

Accordingly, the provisions of the Settlenent Agreenent are accepted
as the Consent Findings herein, said Agreenent is hereby approved and
i ncorporated herein, and it is hereby ORDERED that Respondent pay the
anount stated in the Consent Findings, and all other relief agreed to in
the Consent Findings is hereby granted. IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that this
Deci sion and Order shall have the sanme force and effect as a Decision and
Order issued after a full evidentiary hearing.
